U.  S .  Students  in 
Survey  W ould  Ban 
Jewish  Refugees 

First  National 
Poll  Publishes 
Sectional  Vote

■Austin,  Texas,  Dec.  15, —  Jewish 
refugees  from  Central  Europe  should 
not.  be  allowed  to  come  into  the 
United  States  in  great  numbers,  a 
large  majority  of  the  College  youth 
of  this  country  believes,  the  first 
national  poll  of  the  Student  Opinion 
Surveys  of  America  reveals. 

In  slightly  more  than  a  month 
Germany  has  turned  Its  Jews  into 
a  world  problems,  one  that  may  have 
to.be  faced  by  leaders  of  tomorrow 
— College  men  and  women  of  today. 
Should  the  United  States  offer  a 
haven  to -the  persecuted  Jews?  Al¬ 
though  many  think  some  should  be 
admitted  if  other  nations  cooperate, 
seven  put  of  ten  are  opposed  to  open¬ 
ing  wide  the  doors  of  Ellis  Island. 

National  Poll 

These  figures  are  the  first  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  new  Student  Opinion 
Surveys,  organized  with  The  North¬ 
west  Missourian  as  one  of  the  co¬ 
operating  members  among  College 
newspapers  over  the  nation.  The 
Surveys3;non-cpmmerical  organiza¬ 
tion  of  campus  editors,  will  ' publish 
weekly  reports  based  on  national  re¬ 
ferenda  similar  to,  those  of  other  polls 
that  recently  have  been  proved  high¬ 
ly  reliable^  The  Surveys  are  Intended 
to  add  a  “fourth  dimension’’  to  the 
College  press  by  reporting  scientifi¬ 
cally  national  student  thought.

‘—AND  THE  PURSUIT  OF  HAPPINESS’ 


The  compensations  which  lie  in  a  deep  sense 
of  the  physical  continuity  of  life  are  obvious  to  tile 
most  casual  thinker.  There  is  a  similar  continuity 
ih  five  life  of  mind.  Valid  ideas  survive  th'O  test  of 
time.  Do’fiiii  turns  vary  with  our  ago  and  with  our 
background,  hut  we  arc,  none  the  loss,  the  intel¬ 
lectual  children  of  t ho  past. 

The  Preamble  to  tile  Constitution  lives  unc\V 


wjlli  each  succeeding  generation.  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 


son  and  James  Madison  and  Beii.jamin  Franklin 
speak  fonts  as  they  spoke  for  the  Ani'erican  of  tho 
eighteenth  century’.  “Life,  liberty,  and  the  ■p'n'i’sYl'ii 
of  happiness”  are  noble  phrases,  prescient  with 
meaning  for  the  awakened  mind.  The  makers  of 
our  Constitution  were  the  children  of  Greek 
thought,  and  in  this  three-fold  expression  of  the 
American  ideal,  they  defined  with  nice  precision 
that  state  of  equilibrium  in  which  alone  living  may 
he  complete.  “Life”  may  be  interpreted  to  lie  the 
rights  of  physical  existence.  “Liberty”  is  of  the 
mind.  “The  pursuit  of  happiness”  speaks  of  the 
quest  of  the  spirit. 


Four  years  of  college  training,  four  years  of 


-intellectual  opportunity  beyond  that  which  is  the 
lot  of  the  rank  and  file  of  American  men  and  wo¬ 
men  are  wasted  and  lost  unless pur  percept  ions  hre 
sharpened,  unless  our  appreciations  are  deepened, 
unless  our  attitudes  are  made  more  significant. 
“Life,”  we  know,  is  easily  spent.  It  must  be  con¬ 
served,  protected,  planned,  if  physical  vitality  is 
to  he  the  bulwark  of  our  own  intellectual  aim 
spiritual  development.  Moderation  and  control 
aiid  (he  domination  of  our  appetites  are  its  perqui¬ 
sites,  “  Liberty  ”  lias  ceased  to  ip'enti  to  us  the  loud’ 
demonstration  of  our  personal  freedom  in  thought 
and  word  and  conduct.  Its  definition  lias  narrowed 
with  the  eon!  motion  of  pin;  physical  frontiers,  and 
its  meaning  lias  thereby  boon  deepened.  Personal 
liberty  must  lie  reconciled  with  th'e.coiisidei'atlon 
of  the  good  of  the  many.  It  must  he  based  on  intel¬ 
lectual  discrimination,  rooted  in  unselfish  tbink-

But  it  was  clear  from  the  coast- 
to-coast  returns  that  students  as  a 
whole  would  like  to  see  the  United 
States  help  oppressed  German  mi¬ 
norities  in  some  way  some  suggest¬ 
ing  the  offering  of  homes  in  U.  S. 
possessions.  “No  country  should  turn  1 
away  people  who  bring  so  much  with 
them,”  said  an  Hllnois  senior.  “But 
where  would  we  put  them?”  asked  a 
University  of  Minnesota  sopho¬ 
more.  Others  definitely  believed 
more  should  be  allowed  admittance. 
Noticeable  was  the  qualification,  “If 
other  nations  help  also.” 

American  Jewish  students,  congre¬ 
gated  in  the  East  Central  states,  it 
appears  raised  the  “yes”  answers  in 
that  particular  section  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  where  39.1  per  cent  were  in  fav- 1 
or.  In  the  New  England  group  35.8 
were  affirmative:  Middle  Atlantic 
30.1;  West  Central  30.7;  Southern 
29.5;  Far  Western  23.2.  Awareness  of 
the  problem  and  distribution  of  the 
population  along  racial  lines  are 
pointed  out  by  the  sectional  fig¬ 
ures.
